New. Revolution at Algiers. 


Copy of a letter from a gentleman at 
Algiers ‘to another residing im the city of 
Washington, containing an account of a 
— revolution in that regency :~AMer. 


| _ Algiers, March | 82h, 1809. 

* in my last I gave you some account 
of the revolution that took place here on 
the 7th of November : since that period 
every thing has been very quiet, (conside 
ering the number of idle I urks who have 
remained in the city,) until the 4th instant, 
when the death of Aly Basha was decided 
on, partly because he had been always 
considered us unfit for the post. and (as is 
said) bedause he had determined to cut off. 
the Aga and Hogia Cavallos, both of 
whom hdd been continued in office by the 
soldiers, to whom they were highly agree- 
able. uring the night of the 3d, these 
officers fled to the cascris and made 
known the .Dey’s intentions. In the 
morning the soldiers went unarmed to the 
palace and received their pay, previously 
empowering the D.van to execute the plan 
of the intended change: upon their re- 
turn, a chinoux was dispatched, who pre- 
sented himself be fore the Dey, and order- 
ed him to follow him out; the Dey, at 
first, assumed a tone of authority, but to 
no purpose ; the dreadful mancate must 
he obeyed, for a chaowx and death are e- 
quelly inexorable He was instantly 
strangled,. und succeeded by Haga Ali, 
tne Hogia Cavallos, who had taken refuge 
wm one of the caserns. The usual cere- 
monies of installation were performed, 
and the affair was terminated without ex- 
citing the smallest sensation or alarm. 
The poor devil (who was kilicd) was th 
Inman of a little Mosque ; and totally iyno- 
rant of the charge his ambition pronpted 
him to assume. “He appeared to have re- 
ceived a shack by his unexpected elevation, 
which benumed his faculties ; and I know 
not that he is accused of generosity or 
iarbariiy. His predecessor, Acmict, was 
a very different character—a tyrant of the 
first rank, whose name should be record- 
ed with those ofa Nero and a Caligula. 
The soldiers are said to be very contented 
with the present Dey, who is represented 
to be well acquainted with business, end 
possessed of a mild though fiam character.

Gen. Sir John Hope. {ft Blew in course 
of that day ea fresh gale from the west- 
ward, which created a heavy swell, and 
the small craft being much exposed, it 
was determ'ned to seek shelter for them 
in the anchorage of the Room Pot. where 
Lieut. Gen. Sir John Hope’s division was 
also directed to proceed, in order to pes- 
sess such points as might be necessary to 
secure the anchorage ; as well as with a 
view to future operations on the East 
Scheldt. 

The left wing of the army under Lieut.
